Blitted Thursday by Senator Kittredge. 
On the subject of danger from earth­ 
quake on the isthmus and the effect 
upon the two types of canal proposed, 
the report says:

That 
the Isthmus of Panama is not exempt 
conclusively appears, and we can have 
no guaranty that the canal zone will 
in future be exempt from such disas­ 
ter. 
“The canal structures that would 
be most exposed to Injury by the pass­ 
ing of an earth wave are the locks pro­ 
posed by the minority, whose walls of 
many hundreds of feet or even 2,000 
or 3,000 fort long at Caton, would at 
least some of them be more than sev­ 
enty-five feet high and 
entirely un­ 
supported on one side save for part 
of height by water. 
If these walls 
should be moved at all the natural 
and probable result would be in their 
leaking and 
so 
prevent 
closing of 
gates—an injury for which the sug­ 
gestion of extra gates on hand would 
be useless, for no one could guess the 
extent of the movement. 
“The minority suggests that a dam 
at Gamboa included in the plan of 
board would be as likely to sustain 
damage from such convulsion as the 
structure above mentioned. 
This is 
not a fact. The Gamboa dam is built 
on solid rock, the foundation 
rein­ 
forced with strong walls and buttress­ 
ed at either end with walls of rock." 
After reviewing legislation and mes­ 
sages of president on the subject of 
the canal, the report says that it is 
due to the executive branch of the 
government that the uncertainties con­ 
fronting the president as to his pow­ 
ers in the premises be disposed of af­ 
firmatively. 
The division among experts as to 
the best type of canal is treated by 
the report, which says that die conclu­ 
sion has been reached that the follow­ 
ing propositions are irrefutable: That 
the ideal canal is one at sea level; 
that its construction would be attended 
with no more and probably with less 
hazard than one with locks and dams 
on doubtful foundations; that the sea 
level canal is safer and more conven­ 
ient than one with 
locks;

would take but little longer time to 
build; that it is simpler 
and more 
economical in operation and mainten-

Ash loses one or both of Its pectoral 
fins by disease or by accident A fish 
without pectoral fins is in a bad way. 
While most fishes keep a horlxontal 
position In tho water w hen not swim­ 
ming, there are fishes that do not. < hie 
of these fishes Is the fllefish, which 
when motionless suspends Itself in tile 
water, head downward, at an angle of 
forty-five degrees or even nearer the 
perpendicular. 
A filelish kept in un 
aquarium which had lost both Its pec­ 
toral tills inclined over backward past 
the perpendicular when motionless to 
about the same angle that It would 
have kept In the other direction if Its 
I sectoral fins had lieeu intact, so that 
when not in motion it seemed to be ly­ 
ing at an angle on its back. 
In the same aquarium there was a 
striped bass weighing about a pound 
and ii half, one of whose pectoral fins 
was attacked at the tip by fungus, 
which gradually encroached upon it. 
Finally tho diseased portions of the fin 
were cut off with a pair of sharp shears, 
the cut being made within tho sound 
part of the fin. 
At first the fish was 
like a man in a twat pulling one long 
oar and one short one—It couldn’t hold 
a course. 
But It soon accustomed it­ 
self to its new’ condition, and there­ 
after It got along very comfortably.

In the canton of 
Solothurn private schools are absolute­ 
ly forbidden. 
In other cantons a pri­ 
vate school pupil must secure a formal 
permit from the local authorities, and 
in some cantons he must pay a charge 
to the public funds. 
The Idea Is that 
the publla schools are good enough for 
all; that rich aud poor are to meet 
there on even terms; that the public 
school Is the nursery of democracy and 
patriotism; Above all, (hat democracy 
is the lifeblood and strength und very 
soul of the republic, aud the republic Is 
Switzerland, and without the republic 
Switzerland is nothing. Private schools 
for Swiss children are few in number, 
and such as exist are under the strict 
supervision of the state. Education is 
a serious matter In Switzerland. Thord 
is no escape from it. 
A parent must 
send his children to school or go him­ 
self to jail. They kept a Seventh Pay 
Adventist in Jail for two years because 
he refused to let his child attend school 
on Saturdays. As it then seemed likely 
he would spend the rest of his life in a 
cell lie surrendered.—Everybody’s Mag­ 
azine.

which parliam ent has spoken out and 
their policy naturally will be to gain 
time. 
The em peror personally Is In 
a better fram e of mind and for the 
present will not listen to the counsel 
of those who advise him to dissolve 
parliam ent and fight. 
N evertheless. 
ho has resolved not to yield anything 
Uke all th at parliam ent demands.

can safely be predicted, therefore, he 
will pursue a tem porizing policy, with 
partial am nesty at the 
first ’ hope 
thrown to the country. 
Constitutional 
Democratic leaders, whose programme 
to be to upset by dissolution parlia­ 
ment, are quite as anxious as the em­ 
peror to avoid the precipitation of a 
conflict. 
They would regard the fail­
